ALLEGED INFRINGEMENT OF 
TRADE MARKS. 
—>—__— 


INTERESTING CASE AT THE 
SUPREME COURT, 


Atthe Supreme Court this morning before 
His Honour Chief Justice W. M. Goodman, the 
hearing of a case appertaining to an alleged 
infringement of trade marks was commenced. 

Mr. M. W. Slade, instructed by Mr. 
Hastings, of Messrs. Deacon and Hastings, 
appeared on behalf of Messrs. Uharles and 
Ceasar Louba, jewellers (plaintiffs), and Mr. E. 
H. Sharp. K.C., instructed by Mr. Willinson 
of Messrs, Wilkinson and. Grist, was briefed 
for Messrs. J. Ullman and Company 
(defendants). 

The plaintiffs alleged that the defendants 
had fraudulently infringed certain trade marks, 
which have been over cighty years in use 
in the Far East. .In support of their 
contention certain watches, bought from the 
defendants and alleged to be cheap im- 
itations of plaintifts’ goods, were produced 
in Court, where great care was taken to 
keep them apart from watches belonging to 
the plaintiff firm. The trade marks weie prac- 
tically similar in both cases, the only difference 
being that certain Chinese characters were 
‘omitted on Uliman’s watches. Mr. Slade 
pointed out that the space for these : haracters 
was blank and said it was easy for Chinese 
firms toengravethem. A fraudulent imitation of 
Messrs Gaupps’ watches, bought at Canton, 
was also put into Court, This one had the 
characters engraved in the trade mark “aad 
excepting this aduition were similar to those 
sold‘at Messrs. Ullman and Company's shop. 
There was no proof, however, that the watch in 
question had primarily come from the firm of 
Messrs. Ullman and Company. The Plaintiffs | 
also claimed that the defendants had used one 
of their trade marks containing othe? Chinese 
characters. This the defendants admitted, and 
claimed a right to use the characters 

The plaintiffs required an interim injunction 
to restrain the defendants from infringing 


customers in the purchase of their goods.” 
Mr. Slade submitted that the defendants

cerned. Your petitioners therefore snbmit 
that, if the land-owners in the former case are 
to be considered entitled to receive full cam- 
pensation, the land-owners in the latter be 
Weated in like manner, 

15. That the Bill is further obiectionable 
in that it contains a series of new pro- 
visions which will, if enacted, vot 
press hardly upon Wut 
also incapable of enforcement at the present 
or at any futuce time, in the great majority of 
instances. As examples, there may be cited 
the case of the cratral houses of blacks of 
buildings, where it will be impossible to supply

in the case of back ta back houses the forma: 
tion of a scavenging lane can only be rendered 
possible many years hence, and even then 
there are many places where it will he ex eed 
ingly difficult, if not impnesihle, ty ever pre 
vide such lanes. 

16. That your petitioners beg to reiterate 
their previous arguments and submit that, with 
an adequate system of compensation, it will be 
easy for the Government in every respect 0 
proceed with sanitary improvements, thorough: 
ly, beneficially, expeditiously, and uniformly, 
thus avoiding the necessity for waiting years 
until the existing houses are taken down and 
rebuilt ere their sanitary deferts card be re 
medied The confidence of investors in horse 
property will be restared and maintained, and 
the improvements will have been effected 
mainly at the cast of the public of Hongkong 
who at the same time will have been proper 
ly compensated in respect thereof, and will 
reap (as they ought!) the benefits accruing 
therefrom, in the shepe among ather things of 
the suppression of those diseases which are 
dependent upon overcrowding and josanilary 
condition for their propagation. 

t7e,That the Chinese cammunity though 
willing and anxious to assist the Government 
in devising equitable means for the sanitary 
improvément of the Colony respectfully, but 
none thé less strongly, protest against any 
measure which has the tendency-~as the 
Ordinance in this instance has--of inflicting 
loss and injury on individual persons without 
reasonable and adequate compensation, even 
though the object is to benefit the general 
public. 

18, That it would be inconvenient as well 
as tedious to criticize the various new sec. 
tions of the Bill in the .bedy of, this petition, 
and your petitioners respectfully draw your 
Excellency’s attention to the remarks contain. 
ed in their memorandum hereto attached. 

That your petitioners therefore humbly pray 
that Your Excellency as the Head of the 
Government and President of the Te. islative 
Cotincil may be pleastd to direct that the Bill 
in its-present form be withdrawn from the 
further consideration of the Council and that it 
be remodelled on more liberal lines pranting 
compensation wherever individual interests and 
rights have to be interfered with and sacrificed.
